McAlester, Okla., Oct. 21.—Ten men 
are dead, two are injuried and one is 
missing as a result of an explosion 
in mine No. 8, of the Rock Island 
Coal Co. near Hatshorne, this morn­ 
ing. The bodies of the dead were 
recovered late today.

was Ben .Hughes, the gas man. 
The

to have passed over the “deadline 
is supposed to be the cause of the 
disaster.

Dan Hughes was the gas man and 
fire boss, whose duty it was to visit 
all the working places between mid­ 
night and 7:30 this morning when the 
men went to work. It was found he

down into the mine. 
The “deadline” 
is a barrel beyond which the men are 
warned not to go. 
It indicates the 
presence of gas in dangerous quan­ 
tities. 
It is supposed the miners go­ 
ing to work in this entry ignored 
the “deadline” and that an open lamp 
carried by one of them ignited the 
gas.
